courtship In the marriage cere.

Unknown Prittce 


It began on June 7, 1905, 
after Norway announced her 
intention of ending the union 
with Swe:ten and putting on 
unknown Danish prince or the 
throno of .Norway—the Into 
King Haakon, 

The Swedish High Command 
reacted at once, Out of a 
dusty pigeonhole came a plan, 
drawn up in 1895, for the in- 
vasion of ~ Norway. Scnior 
Swedlsh officers worked around 
the clock for 19 days to bring 
the plan up to date. Full 
mobilisation of the Swedish 
armed forces Were called three 
weeks later, on July 17. 

The Inte King Gustav, then 
Crown Prince of Sweden, was 
picked to lend a 130,000-mini 
expeditionary force ogainst 
Norway. The Army and Navy 
Chiefs-of-Stal were to be his 
chief aldes. 

Cloak-and-dagger played its 
part, Sweden organised © in- 
felligence offices in London 
and Copenhogen. Agents were 
sent to Notwoy and Swodes 
already ltving there were paid 
to be spies. a = 


Norway’s:Spies 


Tho first news of the Nor- 
wegian mobilisation — 16,000 
Norwegians were deployed—was 
brought to the Defence Ministry 
by Lt Carl Sandles, who visited 
the Fredriksen Fort disguised 
as a hunter selling game.
